Women Seek More Informa- 
tion Before Asking Council 
to Ban Minstrels.

The furore which followed the 
announcement that St. Margaret's 
Minstrels were about to proclaim a 
personal issue of the lavish expendi- 
tures which are being made for 
beauty concoctions and plastic sur- 
gery has subsided until the women 
ascertain the extent of the revela- 
tions which are to come forth, and 
the request to Borough Council to 
put a ban on the performance has 
been withdrawn temporarily. 

In discussing the matter with Our 
Town, one of the members of the 
Ladies' Committee which had been 
formed to cope with the situation 
stated that while there was no in- 
tent to deny some of the allegations 
which had been made, the fact re- 
mained that the vogue did not as- 
sume its present formidable propor- 
tions until the women started to 
patronize barber shops and there 
learned more than they ever knew 
before. For instance, it was pointed 
out, this thing called Boncilla, now 
so commonly employed, was first 
presented to the men as a barrier to 
departing youth and was in wide 
use, it is said, by the masculine fra- 
ternity long before the ladies ever 
heard a word about it. 

"Now," said Our Town's infor- 
mant, "the women generally know a 
good thing when they see it, despite 
the husbands some of us have, and 
very naturally we soon adopted this 
mud and many of the other things 
the men were using. If we are to 
be condemned, we want the full 
facts of the case reviewed, and it is 
altogether unfair for these minstrels 
to publish our shortcomings without 
giving us the opportunity to submit 
testimony as to what brought it all 
about. You can be very sure that 
our"' organization will be strongly 
represented at the performances and 
the audiences may look for some- 
thing to happen that won't be men- 
tioned in the program." 

Submitting the woman's view- 
point to Mr. John J. Kelly, the min- 
strel who is said to be chiefly inter- 
ested in the proposed reforms, it was 
learned that the production has a 
philosophical scope which was not

RAID POOL ROOM AS CULMINATION £ 

OF MANY COMPLAINTS TO POLICE 



Representatives of Law Make Official Visit to Place on Nar- 
berth Avenue. Several Are Fined. 



The long arm of the law in the 
form of a group of Lower Merion 
policemen stepped into Narberth 
last Thursday night and raided one 
of the town's two pool rooms. 

The place run under the name of 
Narberth Pool Room/ at 105 Nar- 
berth avenue, was the scene of the 
raid, following many complaints by 
neighbors of nocturnal disturbances. 

A number of the steady cus- 
tomers, together with the pro- 
prietor, "Nick" Venditti, were taken 
into custody, and Magistrate Fred 
Walzer assessed fines of $10 and 
costs against members of the group 
under the charge of disorderly con- 
duct. 

Thursday's raid came as the cul- 
mination of numerous threats by 
the authorities to take vigorous 
steps to secure peace for those liv- 
ing near the place. Charges of 
fighting, drinking, gambling and 
obscene language by residents of the 
neighborhood have not been pressed, 
as the informants refused to have 
their names used when the cases 
should come up. 

Matters came to a head the prev- 
ious week when ori Friday com- 
plaints were made of a free-for-all 
fight in front of the resort. Satur- 
day, the reports said that some of 
the more hilarious youths had at- 



tempted to engage in battle with 
people passing by. 

The deluge of complaints re- 
ceived by Burgess Henry A. Frye 
led him to make a quick phone call 
to headquarters at Ardmore in 
which he reminded the police that 
they had had the case in hand for 
many weeks without taking action 

An officer in plain clothes as- 
signed to watch the place, it de- 
veloped, had been recognized and 
had failed to produce evidence of 
any violation of the liquor or 
gambling laws. But the new com- 
plaints led the authorities to or- 
ganize a raid for last week. 

Lieutenants Miller and Mullin 
and Sargeant Wintz led the raid, 
which took place about 9.30. They 
found considerable disturbance get- 
ting under way, and based the 
charges of disorderly conduct on 
this. 

A closing ordinance may be in- 
troduced into Council in order to 
establish a check over Narberth's 
two pool rooms. 

Further efforts towards law en- 
forcement were made Sunday when 
two well-known young Narberth 
men were arrested, much under the 
weather and in a fighting mood. 
Both were fined by Magistrate 
Kromer.

Spring Arrives Camouflaged as 

Summer. Sets Up New Heat Record 



Spring arrived with the ice man 
Wednesday, hotly pursued by sum- 
mer. Twenty degrees above normal 
soared the thermometer, to total for 
the Main Line of 89 degrees, the 
hottest on record, so says Charles 
Decker, Lower Merion weather 
man. So said everyone at 3 P. M. 
Wednesday when the mercury 
reached the peak of its climb. 

The temperature for- the week 
ending Tuesday night varied from 
72 to 28 degrees, or ratbeiy from 
28 to 72 degrees; The barometer 



remained low at 36.00, high at 

30.55. 

Precipitation was .19 of an inch. 
Since April 1 the total rainfall 
measured just .70 of an inch. 

According to the weather man, 
the temperatures approached closer 
to the normal during the week end- 
ing Tuesday night, while Wednes- 
day's record ate up considerable of 
the 48 -degree temperature de- 
ficiency existing since April 1.. 

Meanwhile a marked deficiency in 
rainfall continues to retard vegeta- 
tion, Mr. Decker concludes his re- 
port dryly; 



P. H. Egolf Lectures to Haverford 
Scientific Society Tuesday. 

A lecture on building mechanical 
models, illustrated with an eight- 
foot working model of a civil war 
locomotive which "ran" on Broad 
way, New York, last year to ad- 
vertise Buster Keaton in "The 
General/ 5 was delivered before the 
Scientific Society Tuesday evening 
by Paul Hewlett Egolf, of Nar- 
berth, publicist, inventor and scale- 
model manufacturer. 

Mr. Egolf is considered to be a 
mechanical genius, having made 
models of locomotives for the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works for display 
at the Brazilian Exposition as well 
as various mechanical devices for 
steam engines, phonographs and 
electric motors. 

The model demonstrated Tues- 
day evening was brought from his 
home at Woodside and Maple ave- 
nues on the Haverford College 
truck. It is so designed that the 
locomotive stands still, while the 
wheels go round and the track and 
scenery all move past.

The Memphis auditorium, which has 
been the meeting place of the South .s 
largest conventions, will be used for 
the Kiwanis sessions: The broadcast- 
ing of "All-Kiwanis Night" on Monday 
evening, June 6, from Memphis will 
be an international event. All clubs 
on the North American continent will 
meet in their respective cities at the 
same time as the opening session of 
the convention in Memphis. This si- 
multaneous occasion will be for the ex- 
pression of the united good-will and 
friendship existing between the United

The convention program is also be- 
ting arranged to include features of the 
Old South. "Memphis Night" will de- 
pict for the Kiwanian visitors the 
scenes of the Southland of many years 

In administering aid to an under- 
privileged boy, Kiwanis International 
through its 100,000 members in the 
United States and Canada, takes in 
many factors of mental, moral, spir- 
itual and physical development, reports 
Edwin E. Ellis, of Buffalo, N. Y., 
chairman of the under-privileged child 
committee for Kiwanis. 

"What we decide is the degree of 
actual need of the boy," says Mr. Ellis. 
"After that is determined his general 
worthiness; and the capacity and in- 
clination to take opportunities given 
him/' M . 

However, a Kiwanian's responsibility 
does not end with just helping a boy; 
he becomes a trustee of the boy's suc- 
cess. Stressing parental supervision is 
of prime importance, believes Mr. El- 
lis. 

"Boys who have lost their fathers, 
or both parents, offer Kiwanians a 
chance to give assistance. When a 
member becomes a 'Big Brother* to 
some boy he has a program already 
prepared for him. The Kiwanian sees 
to it that his boy visits a doctor and 
dentist twice each year. Visits are also 
made to an optician or optometrist. 
The boy is secured a membership in 
the Boy Scouts, Y. M. C. A. or similar 
organization. Attendance at church or 
Sunday School is urged, and the Ki- 
wanian visits the boy's minister, priest 
or teacher, asking the churchman to 
take a personal interest in the youth. 
Personal visits are made to the home 
of the boy each month. The school 
report card is carefully studied each 
month and an effort is made to have 
the boy become interested in good 
books. During the summer a two-week 
vacation at some camp is secured. 

"All these personal helps give an un- 
der-privileged youth those opportuni- 
ties to fit himself for the future," as- 
sures Mr. Ellis. "Kiwanis Interna- 
tional is now helping thousands of 
boys, and the work is constantly in- 
creasing.*'

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President Coolidge Proclaims 

American Forest Week April 24-30 



The week of April 24-30 
has been officially designated 
for nation-wide observance as 
* *' American Forest Week" by 
President Coolidge, in a proc- 
lamation made public by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

This year will mark the 
seventh annual observance of 
the week, President Harding 
in 1921 having issued the first 
proclamation which brought 
the Federal Government be- 
hind the movement. Of the 
numerous weeks observed in 
the country, this is the only 
one to which the Government 
of the United States has given 
recognition and support. 

The President proclaimed 
in 1927 American Forest 
Week "in the belief that no 
other of our internal prob- 
lems is of greater moment 
than the rehabilitation of our 
forests, now so hopefully be 
gun but needing the strong 
support of our collective will 
and intelligence." He em- 
phasized the importance of 
farm forestry as a means for 
lessening agricultural sur- 
pluses and meeting the prob- 
lem of agricultural overpro- 
duction, and the resulting de- 
pression in the farming indus- 
try. Regarding the part for- 
estry might play in farm re- 
lief the President said: 

"One-fourth of our soil is 
better suited to timber-grow- 
ing than anything else. ^ I 
cannot escape the conviction 
that our industrial and agri- 
cultural stability will be 
strengthened by bringing into full pro- 
ductive use this great empire of land. 
Although much progress has been 
made in public forestry and hopeful 
beginnings in private forestry, we still 
have a vast aggregate of idle or semi- 
idle forest land, and another large ag- 
gregate of poor farm land that might 
more profitably grow timber instead of 
adding to the problem of agricultural 
overproduction." 

Agriculture would find in timber- 
growing a strong ally, the President 
said, providing markets for farm pro- 
duce and for surplus labor. 

American Forest Week this year 
will assume an international scope 
through the fact that Canada will ob- 
serve forest week at the same time. 
Through the Department of State, the 
Mexican Government also has been in- 
vited to participate in this year's cam- 
paign for the protection, perpetuation 
and right use of the forests. 

In making public the President's 
proclamation, Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardin pointed out that special signifi- 
cance is attached to the observance of 
the week in 1927 in view of the disas- 
trous fire season through which the 
country passed last summer and of the 
need for bringing home to the people 
of .the nation the necessity for adequate 
protection of the forests. Co-opera- 
tion between the Federal Government 
and the States under the Clarke-Mc- 
Nary act has just got into full swing 
as well, he said, and 41 States and the 
territories of Hawaii and Porto Rico 
are now co-operating with the Govern- 
ment in the forest protection and re- 
forestation activities for which the 
law provides. Thirty States have ap- 
pointed extension foresters and are co- 
operating with the Government in as- 
sisting farmers in the handling of their 
woodlands. 

The week will be directed by an 
American Forest Week committee, of 
which Frank O. Lowden, of Illinois, is 
chairman. Nearly 100 organizations, 
representing a wide variety of inter- 
ests, are co-operating, among them as- 
sociations representing outdoor, wild 
life and recreational interests, foresters 
and forestry associations, the lumber 
industry, consumers of forest prod- 
ucts, .labor, scientific, civic and wom- 
en's organizations, as well as the State 
and Federal Governments. The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, the Farm 
Bureau Federation, the National 
Grange, the American Legion, the 
American Newspaper Publishers' As- 
sociation, the Boy Scouts and Camp 
Fire Girls, the National Lumber Man- 
ufacturers' Association, General Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, Young 
Women's Christian Association, Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference, 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution and the Motion Picture The- 
ater Owners of America are includ- 
ed among the co-operating organiza- 
tions. t Local Forest Week committees 
are being organized in every State. 

The full text of the President's proc- 
lamation follows: 

"In accordance with the custom es- 
tablished by my predecessor, I have 
yearly proclaimed an American Forest 
Week. I do so again in the belief 
that no other of our internal problems 
is of greater moment than the rehabili- 
tation of our forests, now so hopefully 
begun but needing, the strong support 
of our collective will and intelligence. 




Through joint arrangement, Canada is 
observing Forest Week concurrently 
with us. 

"One-fourth of our soil is better 
suited to timber-growing than any- 
thing else, 1 cannot escape The con- 
viction that our industrial and agri- 
cultural stability will be strengthened 
by bringing into full productiveuse this 
great empire of land. Although much 
progress has been made in public for- 
estry and hopeful beginnings in private 
forestry, we still have a vast aggre- 
gate of idle or semi-idle forest land, 
and another large aggregate of poor 
farm land that might more profitably 
grow timber instead of adding to the 
problem of agricultural overproduc- 
tion. 

"Consider what blessings the use of 
this land # for intensive forest culture 
would bring to our country. Our mi- 
gratory forest industries would be 
stabilized and made permanent. Rural 
industry would be greatly strengthened 
and vitalized. Agriculture would find 
in silviculture a strong ally, providing 
markets for farm produce and for sur- 
plus labor. Our farms themselves 
contain nearly a third of our wood- 
land—an enormous potential farm as- 
set if handled for continuous timber 
crops. With widespread forest cul- 
ture, new wealth would spring up for 
the support of roads, schools and local 
government, and the rural regions 
would enjoy a larger share of the na- 
tional prosperity. For some of our 
surplus capital now seeking investment 
abroad, new outlets would be found 
in forest production. Our people 
would then have an assured supply of 
timber and would see the hills and the 
waste places reclothed with forests for 
their pleasure and inspiration. 

"American Forest Week gives a use- 
ful opportunity for taking counsel on 
use. It also gives an opportunity for 
each citizen to consider his own re- 



sponsibility in the common task. It 
is not enough that the Federal and 
State Governments have joined hands 
with the landowner in the first step 
toward forest rehabilitation, protection 
against fire. Every citizen whose 
thoughtless act may endanger the 
woods has the obligation of respecting 
.the forest and guarding it from its 
worst enemy, fire. 

"Now, Therefore, I, Calvin Coolidge, 
what can and should be done to bring 
these -neglected and waiting lands into 
President of the United States,., do 
hereby designate and set aside an 
American Forest Week the week be- 
ginning April 24 and ending April 30, 
; in this year of 1927; and I do earnest- 
ly urge that during that week the 
thought of all citizens be . directed to 
the need of preventing forest fires and 
to the measures necessary for the pres- 
ervation and wise use of our forests. 
;I< recommend to the Governors of the 
^several States that they likewise desig- 
nate this week for special observance, 
and that where practicabje : and not in 
conflict with : law or custom, Arbor 
Day be observed on some day of the 
same week. I^urge that; in each State 
special exercises be held in the schools 
and that the press and the general 
public give consideration to the forest 



needs of their respective Common- 
wealths, to the adequacy of such legis- 
lation as may be on their statute books 
and to the possible need for further 
enactments. And I urge that all who 
own forest lands give consideration to 
the feasibility of so using them that 
their benefits may continue in per- 
petuity. 

"In Witness Whereof I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affi xed." 

AN ANNUAL CALL 

American Forest Week is an an- 
nual call to all citizens young and 
old, to take part in bringing about 
better forest conditions. It is strictly 
and wholly educational in its plan 
and purposes. It aims to bring 
home to each and all our vital de- 
pendence upon the forest in every- 
day life, and to enlist thoughtful at- 
tention upon the forest situation and 
the necessity of well-cared-for 
woodlands. It represents a national 
educational effort to focus attention 
upon our nation's dwindling forest 
resources and to restore and per- 
petuate them

Future Lumber Supply 

How will our grandchildren 
obtain lumber for commercial 
uses, for paper and pulp, and all 
the allied industries? The East- 
ern States are working rapidly to 
build us areas of new forests to 
care for that future demand. In 
New York and Pennsylvania there 
are more than 3,000,000 acres 
under reforestation. In addition 
to this many of our altruistic citi- 
zens are planting evergreens and 
other forest trees on their private 
estates for reforestation purposes 

The renewed interest in all 
matters of conservation and re 
forestation is perhaps particularly 
marked in this Main Line section, 
where our people have sufficient 
leisure to consider the needs of 
future generations and to prepare 
for them. Nature does not auto- 
matically replenish her gifts to 
mankind without some encour- 
agement, and it is up to us to en- 
courage her by expending unself- 
ish efforts to provide for those to 
come. 

Many States are now adopting 
a taxation policy on timberland 
which only taxes the timber as a 
crop when harvested, rather than 
an annual tax which discourages 
the owner from refraining from 
felling his trees prematurely. 

There is a certain innate good- 
ness and altruism in such conser- 
vation measures that should make 
us support them to the limit of 
our ability.

thoroughly outlined in the first an- 
nouncement. 

"Suppose," said Mr. Kelly, "the 
entire population were brought to 
the brink of a great precipice.

That is supposed to make 
you think, isn't it? That's its only 
reason for existence if we believe 
the half of what is told us. And 
yet, so that the players won't have 
to think any more, they buy books 
on how to play and listen to Work 
every time he talks over the radio. 
We must get back to first principles. 
We must isolate the dangers and 
then seek to correct them. If I tell 
you you are sick, I have done my 
part. After that it is up to the 
doctor. 

"Do you think we would ever 
have had a liquor problem if these 
fundamentals had been properly rec- 
ognized? Does Rudolph have a 
liquor problem ? He does not. Does 
he have a beauty problem? Not so 
as you could notice it. Isn't it plain, 
then, I ask you, just what the trou- 
ble is and where the remedy lies ?

TOWERS INDISPENSABLE 

Tfrere are now 116 forest fire towers 
in Pennsylvania. These towers stand 
on * high places in all parts of the 
State, and are indispensable m the de- 
tecting and reporting of forest fires. 
They are connected with the headquar- 
ters of foresters and forest rangers by 
744 miles of telephone line. These per- 
manent improvements are a big fac- 
tor in helping the forest fire fighting 
organization do its work efficiently. 

Of the 116 towers in the State, 111 
are of steel construction, three are 
wooden and two are classed as bare 
knob lookouts. Most of the steel tow- 
ers are 60 feet high and on. their top 
carry a lookout cabin where the forest 
fire observer is stationed during the 
spring and fall fire seasons.
